Mex ican soldiery holding the heig hts, 
this wou ld become bloody work in­ 
deed. 
The div ersion mov ement u pon Tam­ 
pico wou ld hav e little v alu e, ex cept it 
su stained an inv asion across the lower 
cou rses of the Rio Grande. 
Strate­ 
g ically Tampico 
is 
hardly 
on 
the 
map, and the American military sphere 
to be established there wou ld ex tend 
to the north rather than to the west 
and sou th. 
The cou ntry 's topog raphy 
determines that. 
Bu t with Mex ico City tak en and with 
the territory toward the coast cleared 
the pacification of Mex ico wou ld not 
y et hav e commenced. 
To all intents 
and pu rposes that {» art of the repu blic 
is as tranq u il today as it ev er has 
been or probably ev er will be. 


Captu re of Capital. 
To what ex tent wou ld the tak ing of 
the capital influ ence the Mex icans is 
now the q u estion to be considered. To 
be su re, wbeu tbe Germans bad tak en 
Paris in 18 71 the back bone of all re­ 
sistance had been brok en. 
There are 
many instances of this sort of history , 
bu t in this respect the City of Mex ico 
means so little to the Mex icans that 
su ch a resu lt cou ld not be hoped for. 
The pacification of Mex ico—for that 
cou ld be the only reasonable objectiv e 
of interv ention—wou ld hav e to be car­ 
ried into the most remote parts of the 
repu blic. 
In that wou ld lie the dilfi- 
cu lty . 
There is the hope, of cou rse, that the 
saner element of Mex ico wou ld by that 
time realize that law and order were all 
the American army demanded. 
Bu t 
this is merely a hope, not well su p­ 
ported by the cou ntry ’s antecedents. 
One has to k now the intim ate history 
of political Mex ico, from Hidalg o and 
Ju arez down, to u nderstand how little 
ju stification there is for su ch a conclu ­ 
sion.

In tbe 
states of Nu ev o Leon, Coabu ila, Tam- 
au lipas, Chihu ahu a and elsewhere there 
has come into an ex istence fig hting ma­ 
terial that is hig hly respected by all 
who k now it—los fu erg os au x iliares, a 
sort of mou nted police, u nder state su ­ 
perv ision, that wou ld be heard from 
most disag reeably in case of interv en­ 
tion. 
The men forming this conting ent are 
probably su perior to any thing the re­ 
pu blic has in its military establish­ 
ment. 
The first demonstration of this 
was g iv en 
when, 
thou g h 
recru ited 
from the ru ral popu lation in the in­ 
su rrection districts, they refu sed to ad 
hero to any bu t tbe de facto g ov ern­ 
ment.

Strong National Spirit. 


A wo rd must be said here fo r the re­ 
maining human elements that wo uld 
taJke up arms. 
Ev en the mo st preju­ 
diced must admit that the Mex ican, no 
matter what his statio n in life, is 
warmly attached to his co untry —his 
república. 
So g reat is this lo v e o f 
co untry that o nly the supply o f arms 
co uld limit the number that wo uld g o 
Into the field in case o f an inv asio n. 
Since this is estimated at o v er a mil­ 
lio n stands o f riñes, there wo uld be 
no dearth in that directio n. 
In a 
united Mex ico , mo reo v er, there wo uld 
be no lack o f ammunitio n fo r a lo ng 
time. 
Tbe republic no t alo ne has ac­ 
quired larg e sto res o f artillery and 
small arms ammunitio n, but it has also 
the mechanical equipment to manufac­ 
ture these in ca9 e an inev itable blo ck­ 
ade sho uld make the impo rtatio n o f 
them impo ssible. 
The Mex ican army wo iHd co nfine its 
effo rts to the mo st try ing so rt o f war 
ware—g uerrilla, a so at o f military o p­ 
eratio n to which their kinsmen in 
Spain g av e tbe name and with which 
the Mex icans themselv es are fully ac 
quainted.

has recently rev ised its plan of attack . 
As late as the mobilization of tbe “ma­ 
neu v er div ision’’ in 19 11, in some q u ar­ 
ters the opinion was held that an inv a­ 
sion from the north was indispensable, 
thou g h secondary to tbe main mov e 
| ment from Vera Cru z and an adv ance 
I from Tampico 
It is still somewhat 
{ fashionable to seize capitals, thou g h in 


j the lig ht of recent ex periences it does 
not alway s serv e any particu lar pu r- 
| pose. 
The present plan of the war 
department prov ides for a eoncentra 
tion u pon Vera Cru z and the capital. 
Vera Cru z offers the best opportu ­ 
nity as a base for the main attack 
u pon Mex ico City . The distance to be 
trav ersed is not v ery g reat—2£ H miles 
by the best rou te. There wou ld be no 
difficu lty landing at that point a force 
su fficiently larg e to penetrate to the 
capital in time.

It Is dou btfu l whether Mex ico City 
cou ld be tak en v ia Vera Cru z with less 
than 12 5 ,000 men. 
Tlie only hope of 
the officer in charg e of these operations 
wou ld lie in the su periority of nu m­ 
bers—the possibility that an ex tended 
front, o r lin© of attack , wou ld dev elop 
weak spots in the defensiv e tactics o f 
the Mex icans. 
Indiv idu al cou rag e k s

W ith bases established at Vera Cru z, 
the City of Mex ico and Tampico, mil 
itary operations in the repu blic wou ld 
be less difficu lt. 
Bu t before the cou n 
try cou ld be swept clean of rov ing 
g u errillas and order established the 
American army wou ld hav e to be g reat­ 
ly au g mented. 
Nothing short of 2 5 0,- 
000 men wou ld be needed for this 
work , entailing an ex |>enditu re of at 
least $5 00,000 per day , or $18 2 ,5 00.000 
in a y ear. 
The claim made now and then that 
it wou ld tak e from ten to fifteen y ears 
to su bdu e Mex ico is v ery ex trav ag ant, 
o f cou rse. 
Yet the task mig ht stretch 
ov er three to fou r y ears easily enou g h. 
This is hardly a brig ht pictu re, bu t 
it Is the best that can be g iv en of the 
su bject. 
Probably tlie cost of- pacifi­ 
cation wou ld be not a cent less than 
$5 00,000,000, and casu alties cou ld not 
be ex pected to nu mber less than 5 0,000 
men k illed and inv alided.

A new metho d o f g iv ing medical stu­ 
dents instructio n which, it is said, will 
larg ely o bv iate the necessity o f dissec­ 
tio n will be put into practice at the 
Hahnemann Medical Co lleg e in Phila­ 
delphia at the beg inning o f the nex t 
term. 
Phy sicians and surg eo ns co n­ 
nected with the department o f anat­ 
o my are no w perfecting the pro cess, 
which o rig inated thro ug h the recent 
disco v ery by a German scientist o f a 
fluid by the use o f which the human 
bo dy can be rendered transparent 
The fluid, which is co mpo sed o f sev ­ 
eral o ils, turns the flesh into a so rt o f 
transparent jelly when injected, en­ 
abling tbe student to study the v eins, 
muscles and bo nes far better, it is 
asserted, than if they reso rted to the 
dissecting knife. 
It is said to be o ne 
o f the mo st v aluable disco v eries in 
medical science o f late y ears. 


State Department Believes Story E m ­ 


anating From Mexico City Declaring 


President’s Special Envoy Would Be 


Treated as an “Undesirable” Upon 


H is Arrival There, W a s Intended for 


the Galleries. 


W ashing ton, Au g . 8 .—A profou nd im 
pression was made in official circles 
by the statem ent g iv en ou t in Mex ico 
City by the ad interim minister of for­ 
eig n affairs, declaring that the Hu er­ 
ta g ov ernment wou ld reg ard John Lind 
as an u ndesirable u nless he brou g ht 
recog nition and proper credentials. 
Mr. Bry an is not inclined to believ e 
that President Hu erta au thorized the 
issu ance of su ch a statem ent, the sig ­ 
nificance of which is fu lly appreciated 
by administration officials. 
It is u n­ 
derstood that the administration has 
heard other thing s from Mex ico City 
which g av e q u ite the contrary impres­ 
sion reg arding the attitu de of the 
H u erta g ov ernment toward Lind. The 
adm inistration also still holds to the 
belief that ev en thou g h Hu erta may 
talk boldly now, he will look at thing s 
in a different lig ht when President 
W ilson’s proposals hav e been present­ 
ed throu g h Mr. Lind. 
It is also su s­ 
pected that Hu erta may be play ing to 
the g alleries and seek ing to solidify 
his su pport in Mex ico by adopting a 
defiant attitu de toward Mr. Lind. For 
this reason there is a tendency in ad­ 
ministration circles to believ e that the 
statem ent in q u estion nev er was in­ 
tended to be reported to this g ov ern­ 
ment officially . 
President Wilson is ang ry at the 
freedom with which Repu blican mem­ 
bers of the senate hav e predicted the 
failu re of his mediation plan for the 
settlem ent of the Mex ican situ ation in 
adv ance of the arriv al of his personal 
representativ e, ex -Gov ernor Lind, in 
Mex ico City . 
The president believ es 
the Repu blicans in the senate are 
seek ing to mak e it impossible for the 
adm inistration to settle the situ ation 
peacefu lly . 
This statem ent can be 
made on hig h au thority . 
There are 
plenty of other ev idences that the 
president is g reatly arou sed at the 
carping attitu de of Repu blican sena­ 
tors and that he is prepared to “show 
fig ht” on the situ ation. 
The president's resentm ent is the 
resu lt of criticisms which 
Senator 
Clark of Wy oming , a Repu blican, di­ 
rected at the president’s policy when 
he introdu ced in the senate a resolu ­ 
tion calling on the committee on for 
eien relations to secu re all the infor­ 
mation in the possession of the presi­ 
dent and the state departm ent bear­ 
ing on the Mex ican situ ation, and of 
speeches by Senator Clark and Sena­ 
tor William Alden Smith of Michig an, 
a Repu blican, when the Clark resolu ­ 
tion was before the senate. 
The president believ es the Repu b­ 
licans are try ing to em barrass his ef­ 
forts to settle the Mex ican problem 
in a peacefu l m anner and for political 
reasons to thw art at the beg inning his 
policy for the mediation of difficu lties 
in the Mex ican repu blic. 
This belief 
has ang ered him thorou g hly and has 
arou sed him to the determination that 
the Repu blicans shall bear the resi>on- 
sibility for the attem pts he believ es 
hav e been made to preju dice the minds 
of people in this cou ntry as well as 
Mex ico with the opinion that the me­ 
diation plan is doomed to failu re. 
The statem ent which Senator Bacon 
the chairman of the foreig n relations 
committee made in the senate to the 
effect that the Cu ban situ ation on the 
ev e of the declaration of war ag ainst 
Spain by the United States was “as a 
tem pest in a teapot compared with the 
situ ation which the present adminis­ 
tration faces in reg ard to Mex ico,” 
President Wilson reg ards as a ju stifia­ 
ble attem pt to impress on the sena­ 
tors who wou ld oppose the mediation 
plan the g rav ity of the Mex ican prob­ 
lem and the seriou s possibilities that 
wait u pon 
ill-considered action 
by 
the senate. 
The president to all appearances 
maintains his co nfidence that the mis­ 
sion o n which he has sent ex -Go v erno r 
Lind to Mex ico will be successful. He 
ex pects a peaceful so lutio n o f the Mex ­ 
ican pro blem, but wants it understo o d 
that care sho uld be taken by co ng ress 
that no difficulties are put in his path 
bey o nd tho se he faces already .

Dr. Lockwood h ad a very interest­ 
ed audience. Dr. Lockwood said th at 
Byron h ad a marvelous passion, but 
th at h e lacked tech nique and th e 
power to project th e dramatic. His 
lyrics were unever, and besides be­ 
ing ironic, lie declared th em to h ave 
a number of serious defects. 
"Manfred,” continued th e lecture, 
“is a creative ch aracter and is not 
like Byron no matfer h ow much h e 
may seem so. Manfred is an intel­ 
lectual h ero. 
He committed an un­ 
named crime wh ich h e could not ex­ 
piate. 
Th e settings are adapted to 
th is mysterious 
story. 
Th ere 
are 
many intellectual passages wh ich , in 
splendor, dignity an eloquence are 
almost th e equal of Sh akespeare.” 
Byron attains th e 
utmost 
spon- 
tanietv and brilliancy in Don Jaun, 
Dr. Lockwood asserted. He read 
some adverse and favorable 
criti­ 
cisms in th e poetry of Byron and 
pointed out th at th e last test of By­ 
ron’s work sh ows th at 
it 
is 
not 
realkjriyyeat because Ch ristianity lies 
as th e basis of all enduring art. 
Byron, on th e oth er h and, was th e 


m ost .sensatk>iuil poet of h is century, 
th e l?cTuVef' AMd. 
He lacked taste, 
\Ais sloven with grammar, but 
h is 
poetry is marked by elegance, splen­ 
did diction, emotion power and free­ 
dom, 
Dr. Lockwood 
declared. He 
sometime* rises to a style of univer­ 
sal beauty and path os, but Dr. Lock­ 
wood said th at h e could not under­ 
stand th ese fligh ts except th at th e 
poet was visited by on-rush ing emo­ 
tions h imself and th ey in turn gave 
th e reader great satisfaction.

He was destructive and frag­

stances, h e declared. 
Th e penpn 
finds th at 
h e can do unbelievable 
th ings, th e lecturer said, under th e 
stress of certain conditions. 
“Blood will tell; blood will tell, 
sh outs th e family doctor, but h erit- 
ary seldom counts,” declared Mr. 
Bennett. 
“Any number of 
people 
h ave written me th at th ey will trace 
back my family tree for five dollars. 


But I don’t care to see my family 
tree. I am afraid I will find some of 
th e family h anging on a limb. 
“Every time you imagine you can 
do someth ing; th at gh ost h eredity 
creeps up beh ind you and warns you 
to be careful. But over in New Zea­ 
land th ere are two brilliant young 
men in parliament. Two generations 
back th eir families were wild men. 
Th ey ate our grandfath ers wh o were 
sent over th ere as missionaries. Now 
wh ere did th ey .get th eir brains? 
“A few y ears back a teach er in 
south ern - Indiana 
answered 
one 
question to get a license. Th e ques­ 
tion was, ‘Wh y is, th e sea salty ?’ 
His answer was iSaIt.’ But th at age 
h as passed. 
“Two generations back a man to 
be a doctor h ad only to drive th e 
doctor’s h orse a few y ears and th en 
h ang out a sh ingle and be qualified 
to kill people. 
Two generations ago 
to be a minister a man h ad only to 
h ave th e ‘call.’ Now h e h as to get a 
college degree, take a course in a 
th eological seminary and th en settle 
down in an eigh t-h undred-dollar job. 
But if a few members of th e ladies 
aid begin to cackle, h is job is gone. 
But most ch urch es would h ave to 


close th eir doors if it were not for 
th e ladies aid.” 
Mr. Bennett ridiculed th e idea th at 
th e Democratic party could reduce 
th e cost of living and increase wages 
by tinkering with th e tariff. He said 
th e Republican party didn’t and 
th at’s th e reason th e party was turn­ 
ed out. He said th e h ope of th e na­ 
tion was 
th e boy wh o could and 
would make four sh eafs of wh eat 
grow wh ere one grew. 
He said th e 
girls sh ould take a course in domes­ 
tic science and increase th eir oppor­ 
tunities. 
Mr. Bennett declared th at th e most 
h opeful sign of th e times to be th e 
cleansing wave in favor of woman 
suffrage. 
He asserted th at woman 
h as as much righ t as man to vote. 
He said h e was glad women could 
compete with men and make a way 
for th emselves wih tout depending on 
marriage. 
“I never th ink of an old maid,” h e 
contnued. 
“I never call th em th at 
eith er. 
I like to th ink of th em as 
ladies in waiting.” 
He 
declared 
woman’s 
suffrage 
would cleanse politicians. 
In th is 
connection h e \sserted th at if “th e 
Bull Moose party never did anyth ing 
else, it sh ook some old mossbacks 
loose.” 
“But,” h e continued, “th at’s far 
from th e point. 
Woman is entitled 
to do as sh e pleases. 
Sh e h as a 
righ t to dress as sh e th inks best. It 
is beyond th e righ t of any man to 
criticize a woman’s dress. It is also 
beyond th eir compreh ension. 
Ah out 
th e only redeeming feature I see to 
th e h obble skirts is th at th ey are 
mouse proof.” 
Mr. Bennett emph asized th e value 
of th e power of imagination. 
Th e 
ablity to see ah ead, h e said, h ad made 
many a man rich . 
He urged th at 
people not criticize Joh n I). Rocke­ 
feller. because th ey would h ave done 
th e same th ing as h e did. 
Tainted 
money, tainted money, you sh out, th e 
lecturer said, because ’taint yours. 
Mr. Bennett asserted th at a trust 
sh ould never be “busted.” He de­ 
clared th em to be th e greatest inven­ 
tion of Yankee brains, because th ey 
U^ve.sgdjftfkth e problems of produc- 
.tiq^ 
people needed to work 
out, h e.^clared, was th e distribution 
s.$o a^d^.ge4 th eir sh are. 
Th e speaker pointed out th at it is 
popular nowadays to say every man 
wh o gets rich is a grafter, but th at 
99 out of every 100 were rich because 
with th eir imagination th ey were able 
to peer into th e future and h ad th e 
engine power. 
He pleaded, in closing, for wealth , 
not rich es, as th e goal of h umanity. 
Wealth , h e said, could be taken along 
wh en th e touch -down in th is life was 
made, but rich es must be left. 
A 
well known railroad magnate died a 
few y ears ago, h e declared, leaving 
all of h is rich es beh ind, included h is 
watered stock. And h e may wish h e 
h ad th at now, Mr. Bennett concluded.

It was a warm reception that was 
given to the first French players 
to 
appear in London in 1029 . 
Their visit 
was an utter failure.

however, for the important innovation 
which was the chief cause of their 
unpopularity. 
The luck less troupe introduced ac­ 
tresses for the first time on the Eng­ 
lish stage—“thereby giving just offence 
to all vertuous and well-disposed per­ 
sons in this town,” wrote Thomas 
Braude, reflecting the spirit of the 
playgoer of that time, w ho was used 
to seeiug boys tak e the female char­ 
acters. 
These "FreDch women, or monsters 
rather,” w’ere “hissed, hooted and pip­ 
pin pelted from the stage.”

Capture of Capital. 


To what extent .would the taking of 


the capital influence the Mexicans is 
now the question to be considered. To 
be sure, when the Germans had taken 
Paris in 1S71 the backbone of all re- 
sistance had 'been broken. 'There are 
many instances of this sort of history, 
but in this respect the City of Mexico 
means so little to the Mexicans thai 
such a result could'not be hoped for. 
The pacification of Mexico—for that 
could be the only reasonable objective 
of intervention—would have to be car- 
ried into the most remote parts of the 
republic.

German Scientist Finds Strange Fluid 


Which May Obviate Detection. 


A new method of giving medical stu- 


dents instruction which, it Is said, will 
largely obviate the necessity of dissec- 
tion will be put into practice at the 
Hahnemann Medical College In Phila- 
delphia at the beginning of the next 
term. 
Physicians and surgeons con- 


nected with the department of, anat- 
omy are now perfecting the process, 
wMch originated through the recent 
discovery by a German scientist of a 
fluid by the use of which the human 
body can be rendered transparent 


The fluid, which is composed of sev- 


eral olte. turns the flesh into a'sort of 
transparent jelly when Injected, en- 
abling the student to study the veins, 
muscles and bones far better, it Is 
asserted, than if they resorted to the 
dissecting knife. It Is said to be one 
of the most valuable discoveries in 
medical science of late years. 


State Department Believes Story Em- 


anating From Mexico City Declaring 
President's Special Envoy Would Be 
Treated as an "Undesirable" Upon 
His Arrival There, Was Intended for 
the Galleries. 


Washington, Aug. S.—A profound im- 


pression was made in official circles 
by the statement given out in Mexico 
City by the ad interim minister of for- 
eign affairs', declaring that the Huer- 
ta government would regard Jolin Lind 
as an undesirable unless he brought 
recognition and proper credentials. 


Mr. Bryan is not inclined to believe 


that President Huerta authorized the 
issuance of such a statement, the sig- 
nificance of which is fully appreciated 
by administration officials. 
It is un- 


derstood that the administration has 
heard other things from Mexico City 
which gave quite the contrary impres- 
sion regarding the attitude of the 
Huerta government toward Lind. The 
administration also still holds to the 
belief that even though Huerta may 
talk boldly now, he will look at things 
in a different light when President 
Wilson's proposals have been present- 
ed through Mr. Lind. It is also sus- 
pected that Huerta may be playing to 
the galleries and seeking to solidify 
his support in Mexico by adopting a 
defiant attitude toward Mr. Lind. For 
this reason there is a tendency In ad- 
ministration circles to believe that the 
statement in question never was in- 
tended to be reported to this govern- 
ment officially. 


President Wilson is angry at the 


freedom with which Republican mem- 
bers of the senate have predicted the 
failure of his mediation plan for the 
settlement of the Mexican situation in 
advance of the arrival of his personal 
representative, ex-Governor Lind, in 
Mexico City. The president believes 
the Republicans in the senate are 
seeking to make it impossible for the 
administration to settle the situation 
peacefully. 
This statement can be 


made on high authority. 
There are 


plenty of other evidences that the 
president is greatly aroused at the 
carping attitude of Republican sena- 
tors and that he is prepared to "show 
fight" on the situation. 


The president's resentment is the 


result of criticisms which 
Senator 


Clark of Wyoming, a Republican, di- 
rected at the president's policy when 
he introduced in the senate a resolu- 
tion calling on the committee on for- 
eign relations to secure all the infor- 
mation in the possession of the presi- 
dent and the state department bear- 
ing on the Mexican situation, and of 
speeches by Senator Clark and Sena- 
tor William Alden Smith of Michigan, 
a Republican, when the Clark resolu- 
tion was before the senate. 


Tha president believes the Repub- 


licans are trying to embarrass his ef- 
forts to settle the Mexican problem 
in a peaceful manner and for political 
reasons to thwart at the beginning his 
policy for the mediation of difficulties 
in the Mexican republic. This belief 
has angered him thoroughly and has 
aroused him to the determination that 
the Republicans shall bear the respon- 
sibility for the attempts he believes 
havo been made to prejudice the minds 
of people in this country as well as 
Mexico with the opinion that the me- 
diation plan is doomed to failure. 


The statement which Senator Bacon, 


the chairman of the foreign relations 
committee made in the senate to the 
effect that the Cuban situation on the 
eve of the declaration of war against 
Spam by the United States was "as a 
'tempest in a teapot compared with the 
situation which the present adminis- 
tration faces in regard to .Mexico," 
President Wilson regards as a justifia- 
ble attempt to impress on the sena- 
tors who would oppose'the mediation 
plan the gravity of the Mexican prob- 
lem and the serious possibilities that 
wait upon ill-considered action by 
the senate. 


The president to all appearances 


maintains his confidence that th'e mis- 
sion on which he has sent ex-Governor 
Lind to Mexico will be successful. He 
expects a peaceful solution of the Mex- 
ican problem, hut wants it understood 
that care should be taken by congress 
that no difficulties are put in his path 
beyond those he faces already.

•was added to various counties when 
the state board arbitrarily increased all 
classes of personal property in those 
counties. 


The net increase on improvements

forts.

stealth from the revolutionists in order 
to sell them to the government, at 
tacked the forts. The-forts opened fire 
on the attackers and simultaneousl} 
the northern troops executed a flank 
ing movement which literally mowei 
down the "Dare to Dies."

LECTURE AT THE CHAUTAUQUA 


He Says English Poet's Work is 


Marked by Elegance, Splendid 


Diction and Emotion. 


Dr. Frank C. Loekwood, lecturing 


yesterday afternoon at the ehaufau- 
qua on "Byron the Revolutionist,"' 
said that he became a voice of pro- 
test for his age, which was one of 
revolution, as well as for all time" 
to come. He praised Byron for emo- 
tion aud diction, hut criticized him 
for his lack of philosophy. 


Dr. Lockwood had a very interest- 


ed audience. Dr. Lockwood said that 
Byron had a marvelous passion, but 
that he lacked technique and the 
rjower to project the dramatic. His 
lyrics were unever, and besides be- 
ing ironic, he declared them to have 
a number of serious defects. 


"Manfred," continued the lecture, 


"is a creative character and is not 
like Byron no matter how much he 
may seem so. Manfred is an intel- 
lectual hero. He committed an un- 
iiamed crime which he could not ex- 
piate. The settings are adapted to 
this mysterious story. 
There . are 


many intellectual passages which, in 
splendor, dignity an eloquence are 
almost the equal of Shakespeare." 


Byron attains the utmost ' spon- 


taniety and brilliancy in Don Jauu, 
Dr. Lockwood asserted. He read 
some adverse and favorable 
criti- 


cisms in the poetry of Byron and 
pointed out that the last test of By- 
ron's work shows that 
it is not 


Jeallyigreat because Christianity lies 
as the basis of all enduring art. 


Byron, ou the other hand, was the 


Bio6t.s«n«tttioaal poet of bis century, 
'thVffieTuVef-SMd. 
He lacked laste, 


vVs sloven with grammar, but his 
poetry is marked by elegance, splen- 
did diction, emotion power and free- 
dom, Dr. Loekwood declared. 
He 


sometimes rises to a style of univer- 
sal beauty aud pathos, but Dr. Lock- 
wood said that he could not under- 
stand these flights except that the 
poet was visited by ou-rushiug emo- 
tions himself aud they in turn gave 
the reader great satisfaction. 


"Byrou did not shine in the world 


of human 
thought," the 
lecturei 


continued. "He had no philosiphy of 
life. He was destructive aud frag- 
mentary and lacked the strength 
of .Wordsworth. After all it is .the 
spirit and not the 
substance of 


Byron's poetry that we must consid, 
er. Because of his fearlessness he 
has contributed much to the field 
poetry. 


"He fell on a revolutionary age 


and it was natural for one of 
his 


temperment to turn to the spiria of 
the age. He came the chief mouth- 
piece of the revolutionary tendency. 
At the same time he dignified and 
glorified our sense. 
He became the 


voice of protest for that age as 
well as for all time to come." 


The chautauqua management is

There is every 
reason to believe tha't the last day's

FAMOUS OLD AVIATOR 


FINALLY MEETS FATE 


Col. Cady Dashed to Death On 


Aldersliot Field. 


London, Aug. 8.—The noted Anglo- 


American aviator, Col. S. F. Cody, and 
W. Evans, a passenger, were killed 
when Cody's new aeroplane, which he 
was trying out, fell into 'a grove of 
trees on the field of Aldersho'. and 
buried both men ui.der it. Cody's sons, 
Leon and Frank, were witnesses of 
the accident, which was attributed by 
experts to faulty construction, the 
body of the craft proving too heavy 
for the wings. 


Cody was the most interesting figure 


in aviation in the British Isles. 
He 


was a real soldier of fortune, with a 
varied career behind him. He. was 
well known to the public in England 
and very popular. He wore a sombre- 
ro, a long mustache, an imperial and 
long hair, and was almost an exact 
replica of Buffalo Bill. 


Cody came to England a number of 


years ago from the United States, 
where he had been a cowboy in the 
west- 
He had a severe struggle to 


obtain a start in England. After liv- 
ing precariously for a while he attract- 
ed the attention of the experts in the 
British war office. 
His first experi- 


ments were made with box kites. 
These he developed on the British mil- 
itary training grounds at Aldershot. 
He achieved such success with his 
kites that the British war office at- 
tached him to its aviation staff. 


Cody's theatrical appearance and 


methods 
created 
some prejudice 


against him,- which, however, was 
largely dispelled when he foreswore 
American allegiance a few years ago 
and became a British subject. The 
public in England only began to take 
him seriously when he carried off the 
military prize of $20,000 open to the 
world at Salsbury Plain in August, 
1912. 


INSANITY ON THE INCREASE 


Alarming Statement Made in World's 


Congress of Physicians. 


London, Aug. S.—The most alarm- 


ing ill-health symptom in the world to- 
day is the increase of insanity, ac- 
cording to Sir James Browne, one of 
England's best-known alienists. 
Pre- 


siding in the psychiatry section of the 
seventeenth international congress of 
medicine. Sir James declared that the 
world-wide increase of lunacy is most 
alarming and most unaccountable. He 
said that in England alone insanity has 
Increased 276 per cent, against a pop- 
ulation increase of only 87 per cent in 
the last decade. 


The thousands of physicians attend- 


ing the congress are scattered all over 
London, twenty-three sectional meet- 
ings having been arranged in as many 
halls.

BULGARIA HEARS 
SOME GOOD NEWS 


Will Not Have to Fight the 


Turks Atter All, 


THE POWERS TAKE A HAND 


The Porte Has Been Informed That 


Under the Terms of the Treaty of 
London Adrianople Was Lost to the 
Ottoman Empire Forever and That 
Turks Must Get Out of Old Capital 
Recently Retaken by Them. 


I-ondon, Aug. S.—The peace protocol 


which was expected to be signed yes- 
terday has not yet been drawn up, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Bucharest, 
but one delegate from each of the 
countries represented at the confer- 
ence has been directed to proceed at 
once to this task, and it is believed 
the treaty will be ready for signaure 
today. 


It is regarded here as by no means 


certain that^tie treaty will actually be 
signed and an eleventh hour hitch is 
looked for in view of Austria's report- 
ed determination to insist on revision 
of the treaty by the powers. 


The representatives of the powers 


at Constantinople yesterday informed 
the porte that Adrianople must be 
handed back to the Bulgarians and 
that Turkey will be forced to respect 
the treaty of London signed by her 
representatives. It is said here that 
the powers will take such a firm stand 
in this matter that Bulgaria will not 
have to fight the Turks again. It is 
asserted in diplomatic circles that the 
contemplated action of the powers, in 
the event of the present demand made 
by them proving futile, will be such as 
to render further hostilities between 
Bulgaria and Turkey unnecessary. A 
special from. Sofia said that five divi- 
sions of the Bulgarian army were in 
readiness to proceed against the 
Turks. 
One of the stipulations im- 


posed by Greece, Servia and Roumania 
was that Bulgaria should undertake to 
dispossess the Turks of Adrianople. 


WANTS 
AN 
INVESTIGATION 


Alleged Espionage of Federal Courts 


Charged in Senate. 


Washington, Aug. 8.—Senator Borah 


of Idaho, aroused the senate by de- 
liberately charging that the depart- 
ment of justice through its agents had, 
during the last four or five years, made 
investigations of the federal courts 
with the object of influencing the ac- 
tion of federal judges. Senator Borah 
has made the charge before, but the 
circumstances under which he repeat- 
ed it created a profound sensation. 
Senator Borah was not swerved in the 
slightest when Senator O'Gorman of 
New York expressed doubt as to the 
matter, or when Senator Crawford of 
South Dakota declared that it was "the 
most astounding charge" that he had 
ever heard made in the senate cham- 
ber. 


"I am prepared to prove it if the 


senate will authorize a committee to 
investigate the matter," said Senator 
Borah. "If I were not prepared to sus- 
tain this charge, I would not make it," 
continued the senator from Idaho. 


SENT BOAT TO THE BOTTOM 


Impatient Summer Resorters Drowned 


in Buckeye Lake. 


Newark, O., Aug. 8.—From three to 


ten persons are believed to have been 
drowned last night when the pleasure 
steamer Wilda on Buckeye lake, a 
summer resort near here, sank within 
a few feet of the wharf. There were 
no fewer than sixteen persons on 
hoard the little craft when she sank. 


The boat was crowded to capacity 


as she started to leave the dock. A 
number of persons on the dock, not 
caring to wait for the boat's next trip, 
jumped from the dock onto the frail 
craft. The boat careened to one side 
and a panic ensued among the passen- 
gers, who immediately crowded to the 
other side of the craft. The boat then 
tipped in that direction and sank. 


Got Churchill's Clothes. 


London, Aug. 8. — Mrs. Winston 


Churchill, wife of the first lord of the 
admiralty, was robbed of clothing val- 
ued at $250 by a man who called at 
Admiralty House and said he was a 
representative of the laundry the ad- 
miralty had dealt with for years. He 
was permitted to take away the week's 
washing. Two hours later the real 
laundryman called and the theft was 
discovered.
